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Updating schools may uproot students

Romulus students will soon 
be feeling the impact of offi- 
cials’ decision to update the 
Junior High School. 

Due to renovations set to be- 
gin in the near future, one or 
all of the students may have to 
relocate.

In a school board meeting 
Monday, members of the 
board, along with construction 
representatives from Barton 
Malow Company discussed the 
possibility of moving some of 
the students to Gordonier Ele- 
mentary on Smith Road, which 
has not been used for educa- 
tional purposes in 15 years. 

“There were other com- 
panies using the building up 
until a year ago so we were 
hoping it wouldn’t be too diffi- 
cult to move the kids right in.” 


Bedell said. “However, after 
checking into it, the building is 
in pretty tough shape and it 
will cost about $50,000 to fix it 
up.” 

The projected costs 
prompted discussion of other 
options during the meeting 
Monday. 

“We have several different 
ideas we’re now going to check 
into,” Bedell said. 

One option is to see about 
renovations of another aban- 
doned school, Hayti Elemen- 


tary which has not been used 
in two years. Bedell said he 
also plans to check and see if 
other school districts have 
anything to offer. 

“And in the meantime, we’d 
like to meet with parents of the 
students to see what they 
think.” 

Although plans do not have 
to be made immediately, Be- 
dell said they do need to be 
made soon because the $9 mil- 
lion renovation of the junior 
high school is set to begin in 


the spring. 

“It is possible to work with 
some or even all of the stu- 
dents remaining in the build- 
ing but we do plan to gut the 
building and need to have a 
contingency plan,” Bedell 
said. 

He said if the kids do re- 
main in the building during 
renovations, the process could 
take up to 18 months instead of 
the proposed 12 to 15 without 
their presence.

Alumni from the 1986 Romu- 
lus High School Class are get- 
ting back on their feet after a 
blow from a bankrupt company 
pulled the rug out from under 
them last week. 

After suddenly being in- 
formed that the company hired 
to organize their class reunion 
went out of business, taking 
their money with them, class 
members have begun to fight 
back. 

“So far, we’ve been unable to 
reach anyone in the company, 
but we’re hoping the Better 
Business Bureau will help us 
get our money back,” said 
Class President Mickey McDo- 
nald Zotkovich. 

And they’re not the only 
ones. The Illinois-based com- 
pany, called ‘Reunions - A 
Class Organization, Inc.’ re- 
cently informed many reunion 
committees throughout the 
metro Detroit area by letter 
last week that the company 
went out of business. The re- 
sult forces 28 classes in Michi 
gan that hired the service to 
drop their reunion plans, or 
find an alternative measures. 

“Fortunately, we didn’t lose 
as much money as some,” 
Zotovich said. “In fact, right 
now I believe they have less 
than $100 from my class, but I 
heard of one class who is out 
$16,000.”

each to Reunions,’ totaling 
$5,200. The money was to make

The classes first heard about 
Reunions' earlier this year 
when letters advertising their 
services were sent to commit- 
tee members. The letter stated 
that anyone wishing to use the 
service need only have each 
alumnist send $40 to the com- 
pany who would in turn take 
care of the organization and all

Students go shopping 
for good behavior

Students at Corey 
Elementary School aren't sell- 
ing themselves short. 

As an incentive for having 
good behavior, the students 
have the opportunity take part 
in a bi-monthly shopping spree. 

“It’s part of the Positive Be- 
havior Program we have going 
on at Corey,” said Principal 
Phyllis Adkins. “It gives stu- 
dents the incentive to work 
hard and it really pays off.” 

The “spree” is done at the 
‘Cougar Stop and Shop,’ a store, 
located inside the school and 
run by volunteers. 

The catch is that money is not 
used to buy any of the items. 

“We have a system called 
‘High Five' in which students 
can earn five points a day for 
good behavior and for complet- 
ing assignments in the clas- 
sroom.” Adkins explained. “At

the end of two weeks, the stu- 
dents go to the store and buy 
items priced on the point 
system.” 

With their points, students 
can buy stickers, pencils, auto- 
graph books, Nerf balls, ear- 
rings, pens and many other 
items. The more valuable the 
item, the more points it’s 
worth, according to Adkins. 

“For example, the price of a 
rubber ball is 200 points where 
stickers would be much less,” 
she explained. “It gives stu- 


dents incentive to work for the 
item they really want.” 

Although the school store 
was open last school year, it 
was then run through funds 
from a state grant called “Op- 
eration Graduation.” Current- 
ly. it is sponsored by the Parent 
Teacher Organization and 
merchandise within it is bought 
with money from them or don- 
ated by parents, according to 
Adkins. 

“It’s a very unique year for 
the store because we weren't 
able to get the grant this year, 
yet the parents pulled through 
to sponsor the program. It’s a 
really positive thing for the stu- 
dents and the parents.” 

The store is currently run by 
Wanda Moore, manager and 
mother to one of the students. 

'It s turned out to be a 
wonderful idea and it really has 
helped to improve behavior 
and work of the students,” 
Adkins said.

Holiday delays expected

The stringing of 6,500 lights 
on the 20-foot tall Christmas 
tree at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport has begun, marking 
the start of the busiest flying 
season of the year. 

“The week before and the 
day after Thanksgiving there’s 
always a crunch at the air- 
port,” said Barbara Rickert, 
executive assistant of Com- 
munity Relations at the air- 
port. “And then comes the traf- 
fic for Christmas.” 

For that holiday, she said, 
airport traffic is heaviest on 
Dec. 20, and again in the week 
immediately following Christ- 


mas day. 

What this means, of course, 
is that it may be wise to start a 
little earlier when heading for 
your flight, according to 
Rickert. 

“But maybe not too early. 
Anyone getting ready to come 
to the airport might be in- 
terested to know that the traffic 
hotline is always updated and 
open for their use.” 

Twenty-four hours a day, the 
hotline recording will tell the 
individual what the current 
parking situation is in each lot, 
if, when and why the traffic is 
heavy, whether or not the lines 
are long at the ticket counters 
and any other type of informa- 
tion that may be pertinent at 


the time. Currently, it provides 
information about shuttle ser- 
vice offered at the airport and 
the cost of valet parking. 

“It also tells which lanes are 
being worked on and if traffic is 
slow due to the construction 
going on down 1-94,” Rickert 
said. 

Fortunatly, she said, the con- 
struction should be finished by 
the Christmas season so it 
should not play a factor in the 
traffic situation. 

“But it will tell about any de- 
lays going on at the time and it 
can really help put a traveler’s 
mind at ease,” she said.

Help Center opens 
to area customers

In their continuing effort to 
offer a hand to those in need, 
the Romulus Help Center 
hosted an open house last week, 
introducing the staff and their 
services to the public. 

Although the Help Center has 
been open for business for 
more than 20 years, it recently 
moved to a new location and 
currently offers more services 
than ever before. 

“We don’t just handle subst- 
ance abuse anymore,” said 
Doug Plant, clinical services 
supervisor. 

Operating under the belief 
that education is the key to suc- 
cess, Help Center employees 
are continuing to provide such 
services as individual, group 
and family counseling for peo- 
ple with alcohol and other drug- 
related problems. In addition, 
they recently added mental 
health services. 

“Our new program offers 
services to anyone with any 
type of emotional or mental 
problem,” Plant said. 

Although they are currently 
dealing primarily with those 
suffering from depression and 
anxiety disorders, staff mem- 
bers are also equipped to hand- 
le situations arising from fami- 
ly-related, work-related and 
stress-related problems and 


any type of parental insecurity. 

“We have added a licensed 
psychiatrist to the staff and 
wiil continue to add to our staff 
so that we can administer to the 
needs of the people.” Plant 
said. 

Much like substance abuse 
programs, mental health ser- 
vices can be administered indi- 
vidually, in groups or through 
family counseling. The prog- 
rams are designed to help indi- 
viduals deal with feelings of 
helplessness or hopelessness so 
that they can go on to lead a 
happier life. 

“We are prepared to offer 
short-term services for those 
who just need emotional sup- 
port while going through a 
rough time, or long-term ser- 
vices to those who are in need,” 
Plant said. “With our licensed 
psychiatrist on staff, we new 
even have the capability of pro- 
viding medication to people en- 
rolled in on-going therapy.” 

As an added advantage, the 
center is now working with 
several insurance companies 
so that payment for those in 
need is easier than ever. 

“We’re extremely excited 
about the many great changes 
the center has recently under- 
gone and we hope that our open 
house has made more people 
aware that we’re here to help 
whenever and however we 
can,” Plant said.

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Belleville offers a trip to ‘Christmas past’

An opportunity to revisit a 
“Christmas Past” is available 
at the Belleville Area Museum 
on Dee. 7, following the annual 
Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce Christmas Parade. 

The buildings will be deco- 
rated in traditional style and 
volunteers will be ready to wel- 
come guests in old-fasioned 
style, said Fonie Butler, BAM 
curator. 

The BAM, located in the for- 
mer Quirk Elementary School, 
contains scaled-down replicas 
of 11 historic turn-of-the- 
century buildings from Belle- 
ville, Sumpter Township and 
Van Buren Township: 

• Wabash Depot, which was 
built in the early 1800s. The 
first train came through Belle- 
ville in 1881. After a fire in the 
early 1960s, the depot was 
razed. The “Belleville’’ sign 
from the east end of the build- 
ing was saved, and is currently 
displayed on the replica of the 
depot. 

• Van Buren Township Hall 
and Grange was built in 1875 
and has served through the 
years as a library, police sta- 
tion. jail and office building. It 
now houses the offices of The 
Enterprise, Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Adventure Travel. The second 


floor was paid for by the 
Grange Society and used as a 
meeting hall. 

• Denton Methodist Church 
was built in 1869 on two lots 
purchased for $100. The 
Methodist Society was orga- 
nized in 1840, and the first 
church built in 1850. 

• Dressmaker shop is typical 
of the combination shop and re- 
sidence of the era. In 1881, 
there were two dressmakers 
and a milliner in the area. 

• Pullen Furniture Store was 
operated by J.C. Pullen, who 
also operated an undertaking 
establishment on Main Street 
near High Street prior to 1913. 

• Beebe’s General Store, 
owned by Everett Beebe, was 
located in Sumpter Township 
and is an example of the nation- 
al style of architecture. 

• Sumpter School, a one- 
room schoolhouse, featured 
separate doors for boys and 
girls to enter and exit separ- 
ately. 

• Dr. Forbes’ office and 
home, built in the early 1850s by 
John Forbes was located at 368 
Liberty St. For many years his 
son. Dr. Elias Forbes, lived 
and practiced medicine there. 

• Arlington Hotel, built prior 
to 1890, was renamed the 
Mandt Hotel in 1901 when 
purchased by William Mandt. 
Before it burned in 1981. it

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Church bell finds a new home

The 130-year-old bell of 
the First United Methodist 
Church of Wayne has a new 
location, and it is just like 
home. 

On Nov. 3, the congrega- 
tion of Wayne dedicated a 
newly-built decorative tower 
to house the bell which is no 
longer rung to announce ser- 
vices. 

The tower, located on the 
southeast corner of the 
church property, is an exact 
replica of the bell tower 
which once stood on top of 
the former red brick Method- 
ist Church and was built in 
Wayne in 1862. 

Although the Methodist 
congregation dates back to 
1832, the red brick building 
was the first solely Methodist 
Church building to be con- 
structed in Wayne. 

In 1850, the Methodist and 
First Congregational people 
of Wayne jointly built a wood 
structure building which 
they shared co- operatively, 
alternating services. 

In 1862, the Methodists 
built their own building, the 
red brick church, while the 
First Congregationalists con- 
tinued on in the wood struc- 


ture. That congregational 
church building burned in 
the early 1970s. 

The red brick building 


was replaced by the Wayne 
Methodists in 1926 with the 
oldest part of the present 
church building. Two addi- 


tions have been made since a 
new sanctuary in 1956 and 
the education/fellowship 
hall, office wing, in 1986. 

The project to build a rep 
lica bell tower resulted from 
a suggestion that money 
given in memory of Howard 
Coughenour, a former mem- 
ber of the Wayne eongrega 
tion, be used to provide an 
appropriate setting for the 
bell. 

It had been removed from 
the roof of the oldest part of 
the present church because 
of the weakened condition of 
the roof. 

Jim Sutcliffe, a retired 
builder and member of the 
Wayne First Congregational 
Church, spent many weeks 
determining the design and 
pre fabricating the structure 
of the bell tower. 

He researched old re- 
cords, both in the church and 
in the Wayne Historical Soci- 
ety Museum, to determine 
design and dimensions. 
Floyd LeSuer Jr. was in 
charge of the brick work and 
contributed labor and re- 
lated materials in memory of 
his parents, Floyd and Le- 
vina LeSuer. 

A number of other volun- 
teers also worked on the pro- 
ject.

Men jailed 
in shooting

An Ypsilanti man and a 
Milan man were recently sent- 
enced to Jackson State Prison 
by Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Harvey 
F. Tennen for shooting a 30- 
year-old Romulus man March 
15 at the Red Apple Restaurant 
and Inn parking lot in Wayne. 

Ypsilanti resident Randall 
E. Steffey, 29, received two 
years in prison for one count of 
possession of a firearm and 15 
to 30 years in prison for one 
count of assault with intent to 
commit murder. 

He will be serving both terms 
contiguously. 

Milan resident Terrence E. 
Hoffman. 23, received 12 to 30 
years in prison for one count of 
assault with intent to commit 
murder. 

The incident started as an 
altercation in an Ypsilanti bar 
between one of the suspects 
and the victim, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Kerry Webb. 
The shooting later took place in 
Wayne when the suspects fol- 
lowed the Romulus resident to 
the Red Apple Restaurant and 
shot the victim in the leg and 
abdomen. Webb said. 

The Romulus resident was 
transported to Annapolis Hos- 
pital and was later flown to the 
University of Michigan Hospit- 
al. He was released after a few 
weeks.

Ford urges approval 
of family leave bill 


Congressman William D 
Ford iD-Michigam. urged Con- 
gress to pass a bill that would 
compensate employees if they 
or a member of the family suf- 
fer an illness and have to miss 
work. 

“This bill reflects the fun- 
damental needs of today’s 
families who must struggle to 
balance work and family,” 
Ford said. "But it also reflects 
the legitimate needs of busi- 
ness to fairly manage their per- 
sonnel." 

Ford believes that 'parents 
should be allowed to take a paid 
medical leave when their chil- 
dren or other immediate rela- 
tives are seriously ill 

“Can you imagine telling 
your child who is facing a se- 
rious illness or even surgery, 
‘No, I can't be there to hold 
your hand and assure you that 
everything will be all right be- 


cause I have to work or I will 
lose my job. " Ford said. "How 
would you feel? How would you 
tell your child? Why should 
anyone have to make such a 
choice?" 

Ford wants the bill enacted 
so that children can take care 
of their ailing parents, too. 

“Imagine your elderly mom 
or dad facing a life-threatening 
illness or surgery, and you are 
miles away at work unable to 
take leave without loss of your 
job." Ford said. "You think of 
the years of love and support 
they had given to you and now. 
if only you could take a few 
days, you could be there when 
they needed you. But no, your 
family needs your income and 
you can’t risk losing your job." 

Ford has been trying to pass 


the Family and Medical Leave 
bill since 1985. 

“We need to care for our 
families as a matter of nationals 
policy." Ford said. “Our fami- 
lies and our children need to be 
assured that in times of crisis 
this nation believes they should 
be entitled to fundamental fair- 
ness in the workplace.” 

"This issue is a vital one in 
our country today,” Ford said. 
“We know that 82 percent of 
firms provide no leave to care 
for sick children, 56 percent of 
U.S. production workers have 
no sick leave at all. and only 37 
percent of all female workers 
in companies with 100 or more 
workers are covered by paid 
maternity leave. It’s time for a 
fair change.”

Yauck has a lot of respect 
for St. Mary’s football tradition 
and coach Joe Sandersen. The 
Falcons have won all 11 of 
their games this season. Robic- 
haud will bring a 10-1 record 
into the contest. Their only 
loss was to Dearborn Heights 
Orestwood, a non-conference 
rival. 


“They are a power-team, a 
proven winner,” said Yauck, of 
his semifinal opponent’s 
strength. “They remind you of 
a Bo-coached team. You have 
to be ready to stop their run- 
ning game if you want to beat 
them.” 

For those who just stepped 
on to planet earth from Saturn, 
Yauck was referring to Bo 
Schembechler, former Univer- 
sity of Michigan head coach, 
whose teams were noted for 
running rather than its passing 


game. 

Sandersen said that he ap- 
preciates the outstanding 
quality of athletes produced at 
Robichaud. 

“They certainly have a lot of 
ability over there,” Sandersen 
said. “Running back Gary Phi- 
llips has been outstanding and 
quarterback Tom Massey can 
really throw that ball. And 
they have a superb defense. 

“We will need to play a flaw- 
less ball game to beat them.” 

St. Mary’s is led by 5-11, 187- 


pound senior fullback who has 
rushed for over 1.200 vards and 
scored 15 touchdowns this sea- 
son. Tailback Carey Miller, a 
5-10, 185-pound junior, has es- 
tablished himself as one of the 
finest in Monroe County. He 
has 600-yards to his credit 

The Falcons’ field general 
is Nick Calkins, a 5-8, 158- 
pound junior who has mas- 
tered the art of the option. 

Defensively? There are no 
individual standouts, Sand- 
ersen said. 


“This whole defensive team 
has been outstanding all year,” 
he added.

Robichaud bums Devils 
with late TD pass, 14-7

Tough, punishing, defensive football was in 
abundance last Saturday when Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud defeated a hard-nosed 
Grosse lie team, 14-7, at Moore Field in Dear- 
born Heights. The win earned Robichaud the 
Class B Region 4 championship. 

Defending Class B state champ Robichaud 
(10-1) will now face Monroe St. Mary Catholic 
Central (ll-O) in a semifinal game at 11:30 a.m. 
Saturday at Hillsdale College. The winner will 
advance to the Class B title game Nov. 29 at the 
Pontiac Silverdome. 

“I really give Grosse He a lot of credit,” said 
Robichaud coach Bob Yauck. “They played 
with a lot of heart. They were not that big physi- 
cally, but they sure came here to win. Heck, 
they almost did.” 

“They almost did” is right The game was up 
for grabs until late in the fourth quarter when 
Robichaud defensive back Derrick Rendles 
came up with a key interception with Grosse lie 
driving, and ran the ball back to the Grosse lie 
37. 

A few plays later, Rendles, who also plays 
split end, caught a 15-yard touchdown pass with 
1:16 left in the game, and the Robichaud players 
could finally breathe a sigh of relief. 

“That was a tough, tough game,” said Bulldog 
middle linebacker Ivory Burks, who made 
many important tackles throughout the contest. 
“They (Grosse lie) played a great game. I was 
really nervous towards the end. I thought we 
were going to lose.” 

Burks was the leader of a Robichaud defense 
that held the Red Devils to 3 of 13 passing for 22 
yards. Another big contributor in the Robic- 
haud defensive attack was senior comerback 
Eddie Lawrence. 

“Grosse lie played a solid game, and they had 
us mixed-up early,” said Lawrence. “We finally 
got our heads into the game and started to play. 
But defense won the ballgame for us today. I 
remember a coach at Michigan once told me 
that offense wins games, but defense wins 
championships.” 

The first nine minutes of the game looked 
like the proverbial battle between the immov- 
able object and the irresistable force. Crunch- 
ing tackles and bruising blocks had the capacity 
crowd at Moore Field oohing and aahing on 
almost every play. 

But Robichaud co-captain Steve Gill pro- 
vided the first big offensive play of the contest 
when he fielded a punt on his own 42, and scam- 
pered 49 yards to the Red Devil 9. Three plays 
later, senior running back Gary Phillips ran the 
final 5 yards to put the Bulldogs ahead. Phillips 
then kicked the extra point, and Robichaud led, 
7-0, with 2:50 remaining in the first quarter.

The teams traded possessions, and Grosse He 
began a scoring drive at their own 36 with 10:06 
remaining in the second quarter. Led by the 
running of tailback Chad Miller and fallback 
Mike Heimbrook, the Red Devils marched 64 
yards in six minutes, with Miller running the 
final 3 yards for the touchdown. Bob Banks 
kicked the extra point, and the game was tied, 
7-7. 

Both defenses dominated the remainder of 
the quarter, and the teams headed to the locker 
room deadlocked. 

The Bulldogs and Red Devils continued to 
slug it out in the third quarter with neither 
team penetrating the opposition’s 30-yard fine, 
and the quarter ended with the score still tied, 
7-7. 

Futility on offense continued for the teams 
for the first 6 1/2 minutes of the final quarter. 
Then, fittingly for this defensive struggle, cor- 
nerback Rendles intercepted Grosse He quar- 
terback Errol Robinson’s errant toss, and 
returned it to the Red Devil 37 with 5:38 left. 

Yauck screamed at his players to make this 
next drive count, and his troops responded. 
Running back Phillips picked up an important 
first down on a third-and-three play with a 
slashing run to the Grosse He 25, then powered 
14 yards to the 11 to set up another first-and-10. 

Yauck yelled final instructions to his team 
after a timeout with 2:27 left, then Phillips ran 1 
yard to the 10. After a delay of game penalty 
pushed Robichaud back to the 15, Phillips was 
stopped for no gain, setting up third and 14 from 
the 15 with 1:21 remaining. 

With the crowd screaming and the outcome 
in the balance, quarterback Thomas Massey 
dropped back to pass and hit Rendles in stride 
for the final 15 yards. 

“I was pleading with Mr. Yauck a couple min- 
utes earlier to please throw me the ball be- 
cause I knew I could beat my man,” said

“He could have shot, but 
there came the pass.

Dodge enters battle for buyers 


Established in the 1991 model 
year as the most powerful mid- 
size pickup truck with the only 
available V-8 engine, the 
Dodge Dakota pickup reaches 
even higher plateaus of per- 
formance for 1992. 

Major redesigns of the 3.9- 
liter V-6 and the 5. 2-liter V-8 en- 
gines. as well as significant im- 
provements to the drivelines 
supporting these powerplants, 
are certain to appeal to Dako- 
ta-targeted buyers. 

The first and only mid-size 
pickup truck available since its 
introduction in 1987, the Dakota 
offers more standard payload, 
the largest cab, the largest pci- 
kup box and the highest trailer- 
two rating of any compact 
truck. 

It is available in two-wheel- 
drive and four-wheel-drive 
models Conventional Cab or 
Club Cab (extended cab) ver- 
sions. 

Dakota’s two engine offer- 
ings-officially designated as 
the Dodge Magnum Series En- 
gines-encompass an 80 to 85 
percent redesign of previous 
components, plus the addition 
of sequential multi-point fuel 
injection management sys- 
tems. 


Both engines will present 
dramatic increases in peak 
horsepower-45 percent higher 
for the 3.9-liter V-6 and 30 per- 
cent for the 5.2-liter V-8. Tor- 
que figures also are up substan- 
tially. 

The 3. 9-liter is rated at 180 
horsepower at 4,800 rpm with a 
peak 225 pound feet of torque at 
3,200 rpm, compared to 125 
horsepower and 195 pound feet 
of torque for the 1991 version of 
the engine. 

The 5.2-liter also benefits 
perceptibly. It has a peak 230 
horsepower at 4,800 rpm, along 
with the 280 pound feet of tor- 
que at 3,000 rpm . In its 1991 con- 
figuration, the 5.2-liter pro- 
duced 170 horsepower and 260 
pound feet of torque. 

Computer-generated, simu- 
lated acceleration tests of the 
Dakota with the two new en- 
gines underscore the perform- 
ance gains to be realized from 
each powerplant. 

With the redesigned V-8, the 
Dakota achieved 0-60 mph in 
8.3 seconds versus 10.8 seconds 
for the previous 5.2-liter en- 
gine. With the new V-6, even 
greater improvement was 
attained, the Dakota going 
from 0-60 mph in 9.3 seconds 


compared to 14.1 seconds for a 
1991 version. 

The 3.9-liter V-6 is standard 
on four-wheel-drive Dakota 
bodystyles and optional on two- 
wheel-drive models. The 5.2- 
liter V-8 is optional across the 
line. 

A 2.5-liter, electronically 
fuel-injected 4-cylinder engine 
is standard on two-wheel-drive 
Dakota Conventional Cab and 
Club Cab models. 

Increased horsepower and 
torque output from the newly- 
designed V-6 and V-8 engines 
will be accommodated by a 
major upgrade of Dodge's 
heavy duty 4-speed automatic 
transmission, as well as a new 
quieter, smoother shifting 5- 
speed. 

The improved horsepower 
and torque of the Magnum en- 
gines require upgrades to the 
truck as well, including new 
propshaft universal joints, im- 
proved axle components ahd 
new, larger exhaust systems 
with reduced back pressure to 
enhance performance, and re- 
duce noise, vibration and 
harshness. 

Conventional model Dakota 
pickups are built either on a 
112-inch wheelbase with a 6 1‘2 



foot cargo box or a 124-inch 
wheelbase with an 8-foot box. 
The Club Cab has a 131-inch 
wheelbase and features the 6- 
1 '2 foot box. Both boxes are 
double-walled contruction and 
feature two-tier loading ac- 
cess. 

Dakota boasts a large 2,500- 
pound payload capability in 
Conventional 2WD models and 
2,000 pounds in Club Cab 
models. 

Three new Dakota optin 
packages will be offered for 
1992 to address the wide mar- 
ket in which Dodge Trucks 
compete. 

These include the SUPER- 
LE package featuring V-8 MPI 


power for Club Cab models; a 
new CPECIAL-LE package 
featuring the V-6 MPI automa- 
tic on Conventional Cab Long 
Bed models, plus a new, low- 
priced Sport package featuring 
the new V-6 manual for Con- 
ventional Cab Short Bed 
models. 

Additional technical im- 
provements for 1992 include a 
serpentine belt accessory drive 
with self adjustment added to 
the 3.9-liter V-6 engine.
